It is necessary to run an tnmodulated signal for at least 
a half hour before showing a test pattern with no identification for 
several hours before starting programing. Then when ball games etc. 
run for hours it is a necessity to not interupt the game with a silly 
identification slide.,Then too when we do show one we do it as fast as 
ever we can so nobody can read it.)

OUR TEN GALLON HAT is off to those stations who have the common 
courticy to super impose their call on the ball games,spectaculars,and 
other long winded programs. Here is a list of things to create better 
public relations ~ we wonder how many stetions will head then. 

1- Refrain from running an unmodulated carrier as much as possible. 

a-~ Use a test pattern with your stations call and channal 
displayed on it in readable size letters. White on a black 
background shows up well at distances. 

3- In désplaying your stations identification slide leave it on 
for aprox. two min. Use letters and numerals that are large 
enough to be legible in a fairly snowey picture. 

A- Answer any requests for program verification in a positive or 
negative manor and not a public relations "Thank You for the 
Report----" 

5- Be sure to identify your station at least every half hour -15 
minute intervals would be better. 

6- Don't be afraid to use your call letters they are the 
advertisement for your station as much as the can and bottle 
are to beer. 

LETS MAKE THE SEAL OF GOOD PRACTICE MEAN SOMETHING 
A tip to the boys with the-high powered Zeniths. Watch those F 
channel selector switch knobs. They are made of Lucite, Polystirene or 
some simular material. Long hours of operation in hot weather will 
scften and ruin them. The small flat c type spring which holds them 
from turning has a bad habit of breaking. It may pay to get a spare as 
they are not expensive.(none in town for mine-had set 4 months) 

A.tip to Zenith. All due respects,please put the UHF tuner high 
enough for you don't have to lay on your tummy on the floor to tune it. 
The UHF tuner could stand to be a lot more selective. A wonderful job, 
stickingto wiring and a flat chassis.

from 11 am until 10 pm local standard time - will be the date of a most intense and 
unusual meteor shower. Meteor counts as high as 00 per minute make skip on chammels . 
246, the FM band, and channels 7-13 almost a certainty during the 1l-hour period. 

The most umsual thing about the whole affair ~ the: skip signals on all vhf channels 
and. the FM band ~ will be coming in from all directions during the entire period. Sig- 
nals will have the general appearance of a sporadic-E opening with fast fading...except 
that it can be expected on all channels ~ even to charmel 13! We cannot emphasize the 
importance of this opening greatly enough. If you are an experienced dxer... we recom 
mend you watch the high band (7-13) for a chance to fill out your log in this area.... 
Due to the general coverage of the opening, interference will be fantastic on all quart 
ers, Be sure to mark Oct. 9 on your calendar as a red-letter day for dx." 


WOW %$ This is the golden opportunity for all of us to see’some really "hot" DX on ald 
chamnels up to 13{ Who knows, we may get UHF SKIP! Of course, we cannot be’certain exact 
‘y what will happen since commercial television had scarcely begun in 196, For this | 
reason, and others, we strongly urge you to DX this entire period if possible and keep . 
an accurate log of everything seen including unids, We do not’ expect these "fantastic " 
predictions to fall short when you consider that the Perseids, the best annual shover, 
only produced several bursts per minute, The Giacobinids will be as much as 200 ITs 
as good as the Perseids$!] : 

Wat else can October 9 mean to you and the AIPA beside new hi-band loggings? First, 
we HUPE that the AIPA will be able t6 get local and national publicity in comection 
with this "International MS DX" date, Go to your local newspapers and TV stations and 
try to arrange news stories and TV interviews for the week preceding October 9, Tell 
your iocal stations that this shower will affect reception in their fringe areas, We are 
hoping to also work out related publicity with either AP or UPI. 

Try to arrange test pattern transmissions for the night of October 9 and early morn= 
ing of October 10 with your locals and stations you write, The peak of the shower will 
oe during the normal programming day, However, the "tail end" of the shower should pro~ 
vide good reception of any tests, Also, the QRM and identification problems shouldbe 
mist Less on ‘late-night"’ station tests, Please write and give me the call, channel,- 
verifier's name, address, time (EST), type test pattern(s), and audio transmissions, of 
any test. you arrange, To date, I personally have arranged three tests for Octe: 9. : 

WEF 6 0100 ~ 0230 (loth) appreximately special TEST pattern J.P. Jopling, CE 

WRLW 12 about 35-10 min, afer late movie ae a J.P, Gill, CE - 

WIS 13 end movie to past 0200  - CBSeTP with call George Sprague, CE 
While the above stations hope to conduct the tests as scheduled, they cannot promise po-. 
sitively this far in advance, Transmitter work, ending time of the late show, etc, might 
possibly affect the tests, 

Another way you can help is by getting TV DX "assistants" for October 9, Since you 
cannot possibly watch all the channels at the same time, we suggest that you get pecple 
in your area with fairly good equipment to watch certain channels, It does not hurt if 
they have never DXed before « you can teach them enough to be an "observer" for you. 
You. might want to contact local "hams" and astronomers to see what they have-planned, 

T° you have been plaming for some time to get new or better DX equipment, now is the 
time to get it{ Have your set-up in the best possible condition, 

When October 9 arrives, spend as much time aS possibld in front of your TV with a 
loaded camera and tape recorder if you have one, I am not suggesting that you get off

‘distance of the echoes on th radar scope determines the distance of 
the tropospheric reaation causing the echoes. This would explain why: 
frequently stations nmof greater distance and less power often over- 
power nearer ones, You may also be interested to know that according — 
to the radar theory, tropospherit dx peaks often’ in the wee ‘hours of - 
the morning when most television stations are off the air. During 
most mornings on which echoes appeared , the peak occurred at 3:00 to 
5:00 A.M. C.S.T. These echoes have been studie@ thoroughly in London, 
England.
